Joe Lachowiec, 26 Grand Bay Harbor, inquired where Block 39 is, with regard to Resolutions 136 & 137. 

 

Township Administrator Mosca stated it is the cell tower property near the Parkway. 

 

John Petrosilli, 11 Vessel Road, inquired what happens to the silt when the dredge is dewatered. 

 

Mayor Kraft stated the town will find suitable sites to use the silt once it is tested.  It will not be used on 

the island.  It will be taken off and used somewhere else in the municipality.   

 

Mr. Petrosilli inquired if the entire lake will be dredged or just the swimming side.  Will the other side of 

the lake be for swimming as well? 

 

Mayor Kraft stated the beach will stay where it is. 

 

Mr. Petrosilli stated Mr. Mosca reported that the developer is paying for the water line project on Morey 

Place Road.  Is that going to be a cluster development or single family? 

 

Mayor Kraft stated it is single family.  It will be a four or six lot subdivision.  It is not a large 

development. 
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Mr. Petrosilli inquired if the Utilities Department will maintain the piping project. 

 

Mayor Kraft stated that is correct. 

 

Mr. Petrosilli stated that will be a burden on the Utilities Department. 

 

Township Administrator Mosca stated the vacuum truck will be delivered April 21, 2009.  The truck will 

be out multiple days a week, cleaning out stormwater drains and piping.  The Utilities Department will 

become a lot more efficient and will give the town the opportunity to maintain the piping. 

 

Mr. Petrosilli stated the Road Department did clean up the end of Vessel Road.  It looks very good now.  

They did a nice job. 

 

Michelle Rosen stated the server, mentioned in Resolution 133, is a very complicated piece of machinery.  

The town will have to hire an IT person.  Does the town have a server now? 

 

Township Administrator Mosca stated the town has a contract with Edmunds, who handles the present 

server and computer needs. 

 

Ms. Rosen inquired if it will be maintained for the same cost the town is paying now. 

 

Township Administrator Mosca stated that is exactly right.  It will cost a little bit of money to install it.  

This Resolution is just for the equipment. 

 

Ms. Rosen inquired if the Township Committee is going to hold Budget Work Sessions prior to the 

introduction of the budget and is the town going to advertise the Work Sessions so the public can hear any 

discussion about those budgets. 

 

Mayor Kraft stated the town will hold a Workshop Meeting 6:30pm on the 26th.  It will be advertised.   

 

Ralph Avellino, 10 Central Avenue, commended the town’s snow removal.  The Road Department did a 

great job in getting the roads clear.  They were out early, which helped. 

 

Mayor Kraft stated since the Utilities and Road Department merger, the clean up went very well.  They 

did a good job. 

 

Mr. Avellino stated Founder’s Day is approaching.  It has become increasingly hard to raise funds for the 

event.  Mr. Avellino invited the public to purchase Founder’s Day “Night of Cash” fundraising tickets.  

The “Night of Cash” event is May 17, 2009 at 2:00pm at the Lighthouse Tavern.  The cost is $100 for a 

cash raffle.  There are 100 tickets for sale.  It gives the purchaser a chance to win a lot of money and 

enjoy a nice buffet.  If the town is going to continue to have a Founder’s Day, the ticket sales need to 

increase.  

 

Mr. Lachowiec stated he read in the newspaper the County has pledged $1,000 to the Founder’s Day 

event. 
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Joan & Wayne Adelung, 41 Capstan Road, stated the bulkhead at the end of Capstan was replaced with 

one that is four feet above the land.  The property of 15,000 square feet is to be built entirely to a height 

of four feet.  This could create a flooding problem in an area that already is flooded.  The front and sides 

of the property will have a block wall four feet high.  On the right side, by the Adelung property, it will 

have a four-foot high vinyl, bulkhead-sheeting fence, from the lagoon to the street, approximately 100 

feet.  The owner’s side will be filled with four feet of dirt.  The Adelung side will only have the sheeting 

to look at, which will block the view of the water.  The DEP representative stated she has never seen  

anything like this in the 20 years she has been with the DEP and that the township gives permits and 

could have questioned this.  The town had these plans since October 2007.  Mrs. Adelung hopes the 

township will do all it can to correct this situation.   

 

Mayor Kraft stated he’s been out to the property.  It is a travesty and does not know how it passed.  

Mayor Kraft has seen the permit allowing the developer to fill the property.  When the town wants to do a 

beautification project, they won’t allow it.  When someone wants to stick a backhoe into the lagoon and 

use the dirt as backfill, they allow it.  To protect everyone in the future, the town has commissioned the 

Planning Board to make a recommendation to the Township Committee to change the bulkhead 

ordinance, which says “in kind inline”, which means “replace with what is there”.  Mayor Kraft stated he 

does not know how the Construction Official related that to mean four foot higher.  A stop work order has 

been issued.  There are issues with the height and purpose of the walls. 

 

Mrs. Adelung stated other bulkhead jobs in town were told to go only six inches above existing. 

 

Mrs. Adelung spoke with a neighbor and stated anything the town could do would be appreciated.  

According to the DEP representative, there are a lot misconceptions.  Seven feet above mean hightide 

makes people think they have to raise their property. 

 

Mayor Kraft stated it has to do with FEMA.  People are storing under their homes and putting in claims to 

FEMA for damage to items under the house.  They are not supposed to do that.  The town is not going to 

allow new homes to push all the water to existing homes. 

 

Township Administrator Mosca stated the DEP permitted it.  The township stopped it. 

 

Mayor Kraft stated in the culpability it says “Dredging to be obtained.  Backfill material is prohibited”.  

Dredging material was not prohibited for backfilling.  They are using the dredging material for backfill.  

The DEP needs to get their house in order. 

 

August Stavasano, owns the property across from the property being discussed.  Mr. Stavasano went to 

the construction office and was told if he has the money, he should do the same thing.   

 

Mayor Kraft stated that is not a good answer.  He inquired who made that comment. 

 

Mr. Stavasano stated a gentleman with glasses in the construction office.  Mr. Stavasano stated he put 

$80,000 in the house from the last Northeastern flooding. 

 

Mayor Kraft stated the town has requested quotes to replace the bulkhead and piping and put a flap on the 

pipe at the end.  This is still an ongoing investigation and the town will assist in any way it can.
